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Simply put, = Englehart is one of the most 
successful writers to ever work in the field of'comic 
books. For over two decades Steve's writing has. 
produced one blockbuster hit after another. 

Englehart was a key force in the 1970s Marvel 
Universe renaissance, He wrote the definitive 
CAPTAIN AMERICA, put the strange back into DR. 
STRANGE, and penned the now classic Celestial 
Madonna Saga for the AVENGERS. During the sum- 
met of 1973 Englehart invented the biweekly comic 
by masterminding the Avengers/Defenders clash. 
Capitalizing on the kung-fu craze of the 1970s Steve 
co-created Shang-Chi, MASTER OF KUNG FU with 
Jim Starlin. 

Industry insiders and fans alike were drawn to 
Steve's character-driven, action packed stories. One 
of Jenette Kahn's first jobs after taking over for DCin 
1977 was to hire Steve as writer on their flagship 
title, JUSTICE LEAGUE OF AMERICA, DETECTIVE 
COMICS /alsomeceived acclaim for Steve’s vision of 
the Batinan and the Joker, 

Writing is like second nature for.Steve whose 
father was a respected newspapermam for a large 
mid-west newspaper, Armed with a B-A.in Psycholo- 
gy from Wesleyan University in Middletown, Con- 
necticut, Steve set out to write from thesheart the 
adventures of his favorite comic book characters, 
“Wher Iwasa freshman in college a guy in the dorm 
brought in a copy of AMAZING SPIDER-MAN #1,” 
from that point-on, Englehart noted, “I was immedi- 
ately hooked.” When Steye returned home-to Indi- 
anapolis for summer break he Scoured the city for 
back issties of Marvel comics. “Believeiit or not, 
bought. my own copy of AMAZING SPIDER-MAN #1 
for five cents!” 

Steve also spent some time honing his skill as a 
broadcast journalist in the military. While in the mili- 
tary, Steve never managed to fulfill one of his goals of 
working with Will Eisner on PS Magazine, astylistic 


military journal. Eventually Steve ended 

ip as an assistant for Neal Adams. After 
getting out of the Army Steve moved to 

New York City and “filled in” for six weeks at 
Marvel’ Comics for Gary Priedrich who had 
moved back to Missouri. Those six weeks 
becaine the start of Steve's career with Marvel 
as part of the Marvel Bullpen sharing a space 
‘with comic greats like Stan Lee, Roy Thomas, 
Johti Verpoorten, John Romita, Herbe Trimpe; 
and Marie Severin to name just a few. 

Steve dritted away from comic book work in 
the late seventies and early eighties opting to 
spend time traveling and writing anovel, THE 
POINT MAN for Dell which was publishediin 
1981, After a stint at Atariin the early 1930s 
Steve returned to comics with ayengeance. “In 
19811 developed COYOTE for Bpic Comics: It was 
totally over the top, full of everything thatmakes: 
life fun,” In 1983’Steve teamed up with Marshall 
Rogers to-produce SCORPIO ROSE, one of the most. 
popular independent comics published to date: 
Steve dlso returned to Marvel in the eighties 
revamping the FANTASTIC FOUR as well as SILVER 
SURFER: Rounding out the 1980s Steve created 
Guy Gardner for GREEN LANTERN/GREEN 
LANTERNCORPS. 

Steve's track record for drawing readers to his 
titles@Ontinues to grow in the 90s'co-creating 
SHADOWMAN for Valiantas well as THE 
STRANGERS and THE NIGHT MAN of Ulttaverse 
fame. ‘The hits just continue for Steve who wrote 
RAPTOR and now RAPTORS ATTACK for 
Topps Comics, the only official continuation of 
the hit movie JURASSIC PARK: And as if 
that weren’t enough, Steve is updating 
CAPTAIN VICTORY, one of Jack Kirby's 
most brilliant superheroes, for release by 
Topps Comics in the summer of 1994,
